The project has become an astounding success! 


It is to you - contributors of data to the NADSD - that we say THANKS! 
You have made the idea become reality! 


As we look forward to 1998, the NADSD team has two objectives and one major 
project in mind. First, the objectives: 


We need to review our individual listings and make sure that they are still 
accurate and complete. Many of us wanted to get the initial data into the 
system last year so we submitted only the minimum required data. The need 
now is to get all of the data for each entry. Please take the time to 
review your data and add missing fields like LAT/LON, network type and 
system type. These fields are important so that the mapping features 
created by Steve Dimse, K4HG, can work. (If you haven't experienced 
Steve's neat mapping features, give the NADSD maps a try!) 


This has also been a year of many changes. BBS's have left the air, some 
have been added, nodes have been added and some have gone off-the-air. 
The NADSD needs to capture all of these changes if it is to remain accurate. 


Second, we need to expand our listings. We have 42 States represented - 
some with only a small number of listings. We need to add to our listings 
to include more systems in our areas - and more States. Please encourage 
other keepers of lists about digital communication systems to become data 
providers for the NADSD. 


Our major project coming up in January, is the publication of the NADSD 
in the 1998 TAPR CD-ROM. We want to make sure that the NADSD is really 
up-to-date so that everyone who buys the TAPR CD-ROM gets to see our 
project at it's very best! 


In summary, please take the time to review and up-date your submissions 
to the NADSD. Use the normal FTP process to send your updates. Justa 
reminder - if you use a different file name than you did when you last 
submitted data, be sure to delete the OLD data file. The deadline for 
submitting your data to make it into the 1998 CD-ROM is December 31, 1997. 


Thanks for your help in making this a great beginning for the North 
American Digital System Directory.!
